WABiUNflTON, March 20.— Persona fa- 


miliar with the course ol Hawaiian 
affairs in congreaa express no Burprise at 
the recall of Thurston. Members of 
both houses who supported the policy of 
the administration in Hawaiian matters 
make no secret of their dissatisfaction 
with the course of Thurston in furnish- 
ing Information to the friends of Dole's 
government for use in debutes. Mo 
Creary, chairman of the house commit- 
tee on foreign affairs, is said to have 
boon considerably provoked by Tiiura- 
ton's activity iu matters heforo congress, 
and tlm story gooa Unit he told Grealmin 
of Thuraton'a frequent presence at the 
capitol and of his belief that ho was fur- 
nishing the opponents of the administra- 
tion with statements and tIKiires for UHO 
on the lloor. 


Grcaham re-fused today to make any 


comments whatever on the report con- 
cerning Thurston'a recall. 
This brings Tliuratoti'a UIIHG on all 


lours with thu celebrated Uatacnxy case, 
which caused so much comment during 
the adminietrntlon of Pruaideut Grant. 
Catacn/y was the Russian 
minister 


here, and it had beun clearly shown by 
the testimony of the newspaper men 
concerned that ho furnished the sub- 
stance for articles published in the Now 
York World attacking tne foreign policy 
of the administration and criticising bit- 
terly the attitude of the United States 
toward Russia, then involved in a sori- 
oua dispute with Great Britain. The 
minister specifically denied the respon- 
sibility for the publication, although it 
was undoubtedly brought home to him ; 
and shown that he had revised the man- 
uscript before it was printed. There 
wero other grievances against the minis- 
ter growing out of allegations ot immor- 
ality and improper conduct toward the 
Perkins claim-, then pending, although 
those matters were not made tho ground 
ol olllcial complaint. On Juno 16th Sec- 
retary Fish, by the direction ot Presi- 
dent Grant, directed our minister ^o 
Kuuaia to inform the Russian govern- 
ment that the conduct of Mr. Catucazy, 
both officially and personally, had been 
for Borne time past such as to impair his 
usefulness to his government ana render 
intercourse either for business or social 
purposes disairreeablo. Under them cir- 
cumstances the interests of both coun- 
tries would be promoted and relations 
displayed on a surer footing if the Bus- 
elan legation here was to be changed. 


The latcat mall from Honolulu haa 


arrived. Minister Thuraton declined to 
state whether it contained anything 
bearing on the request of Secretary 
Greaham for his recall. The minister 
mitiutains absolute silence on tho sub- 
ject since tho report first appeared. The 
legation office is open to callers, how- 
ever, and the usual business proceeds 
briskly between Minister Thurstou and 
Mr, lUstiuRB, secretary of legation. Thn 
moment the recall is mentioned, Mr. 
Thurston and hia assistant lapse into 
silence. It is believed from that fact 
that the 
communication relating to 


Minister Thnraton was sent February 
21st; that there has been ample time 
for a reply from tho Hawaiian govern- 
ment, Secretary Gresham's letter had 
not reached San Francisco in time to 
catch a steamer which would arrive al 
Honolulu about tho last of February. 
Since then several ships have loft Hon- 
olulu, the last one reaching San Fran- 
cisco and Vancouver respectively about 
a week ago. They brought the oflicial

mail which haa now arrived at the lega- 
tion. It is known that itcontains a long 
communication 
from Jlr. Hatch, tho 


Hawaiian minister of foreign affairs, aa 
MY. Hastings received a dispatch saying 
that such a communication was on its 
way. If the Hawaiian government has 
replied, Mr. Thuraton would be the nat- 
ural and only channel of communication 
to the state department as he remains 
the. official representative of Hawaii un- 
til his recall is actually occompltahpd. 
The Honolulu Advertiser, which has 


just arrived here, clears up a mystery 
which has long puz/.Ied officials here as 
to an entry in ex-CJueen Lilioukalani's 
diary, stating on the day specified Presi- 
dent Cleveland's present bad been re- 
ceived by her. It wag at once denied 
here that the President had ever sent a 
present to the ex-queen. The Adver- 
tiser now explains that Mrs. Doroinia re- 
ceived a copy of the Board of Public 
Works at Chicago for the year 1893. 
Some one had taken the trouble to cover 
it handsomely in cloth, and had also se- 
cured the personal cards of Mr. Cleve- 
land and Mr. Gresham. The cards and 
the papers were placed inside of the vol- 
ume, with a suitable statement of re- 
card in forwarding it. The ex-queen 
did not doubt the genuineness of the 


such in fact, as well as in name—not 
like tho Central American republics, in- 
cluding Mexico, which are nothing but 
military deapotisma." 


A member of the diplomatic corps, 


long in the service, and well verged in 
the procedure said: 
"Tho books do not contain a prece- 


dent warranting eiich a demand for o 
minister's recall because he had made 
public a condition of facta within his 
country. In tho case of Mr. Thureton 
he waa under no obligation to give to 
the state department tho intentions of 
hia government towards those convicted 
of rebellion. It was information as to 
facts which had actually occurred and 
not of subjects involved in diplomatic 
negotiations. The precedents are agreed 
that a minister should not communicate 
with the preaa or give opinions on purely 
diplomatic questions, but ho is always at 
liberty to state conditions of affairs. 


"If the Hawaiian government can put 


in with Minister Willis, I think this 
government might easily overlook such 
a trivial matter as that which was made 
an excuse for Minister Thurston's dis- 
missal," said Senator Frye of Maine. 


"It looks to me like u very small piece 


ot business. As I understand the mut- 
ter Mr. Thuraton did not stye out to tho 
{treaa ollicitil communications, but m- 
ormatiou which he imparted to tho 
newspapers wiia tho summary of the 
newa conveyed to him by private let- 
ters, 


"I think Mr. Thuraton'a famous reply 


to Blountcaused the trouble and I think 
ThureUm was absolutely right iu that 
reply to Blount. 
"The significant point in the Russian 


case indicated that it waa under no obli- 
gation to make out a case against the 
offending minister, but it was sufficient 
to cause his recall to aay that he waa 
objectionable. And HO in Mr. Thura- 
ton's case there probably will be no at- 
tempt made to connect him with tho 
objectionable newspaper publication. 
It is held to be sulliuient that he rests 
under suspicion, which may or may not 
bo well grounded. As to the outcome, 
there ia much doubt, for it all rests witli 
tho Hawaiian government, and depends 
whether that government takua the 
ground that its minister has been at- 
tacked because of personal reaaona, or 
whether it may regard tho request for 
his recall na tho result of faithful execu- 
tion of odiciul charges confined to bis 
care. 
"01 course tho minister will go m 


either rase, but if the Hawaiian govern- 
ment takea the latter view it will com- 
ply, and omit to name another person 
to succeed him in this case. Mr. Willia 
our minister to Hawaii, will bo obliget 
to take a leave of absence just as Mr 
Porter, our minister to Italy, did when 
Baron Fava waa recalled as the result o 
the killing of hia follow countrymen in 
New Orleans a few youra ago."

>oth parents are now dead, ahe ia averse 
0 having the child dragged into tho 
fair case. Mra. Gregory aaya, although 
tliaa Lampmann 
never bore Fair's 


name, she was undoubtedly married 
,o him aecretly. It is bolievetl that thu 
knowledge that tho child was in exist- 
ence impelled the ex-Senator to insert 
u hie will the clause relative to tho 
claims of illegitimate or legitimate, but 
not recognized children of his sons. 


GROSSMAN'S STATEMENT. 


He Thinks He is Competent to Pre- 


pare an Accurate Chart. 


NEW YoitK, March 20.—Captain Cross- 


man waa aeen by a reporter today just 
before hia ateamer, tho Alliancu, sailed 
for Colon and waa asked what he had to 
say regarding the atateirtent that Presi- 
dent Cleveland had expressed great dis- 
satisfaction with what were claimed to 
bo glaring inconaiatenciea in the state- 
ment submitted by Captain Grossman. 


"Well," said he, "Idon'tcare to criti- 


cise the President of the United States, 
but I do think I know my busineas.

The Exact Number 
of ' Persons 


Known. 


COLOUNK, Mutch 20.—A terrible ex- 


plosion of dynamite took place in Sal- 
mouth in the district of Russcl Dorf. 
The cargo of the ship Elizabeth, con- 
sisting of 2000 kilos of dynamite, was 
being unloaded when the explosion oc- 
curred, killing a number of people and 
doing a vast amount of damage. The 
exact number of persona killed is not 
yet known. The force of the explosion 
was felt Tor miles, and shook the earth 
aa if it were an earthquake. Several 
houses collapsed at Keoken and other 
villages, and windows wore shattered 
within a wide area. 


At Clove, five miien from the scene of 


the explosion, doors were blown off and 
window frames, were smashed. 
The 


bodies of five victims of the explosion 
have already been recovered, and sis 
persons believed to have been killed are 
missing. The force of the explosion was 
BO great that three vessels at Lobith, 
the last Dutch village on the Khine, were 
sunk. Two hundred and twenty tons 
of explosive wore taken in six boats 
from Lobith to Sal mouth last Janu- 
ary enroute to Antwerp, whence it waa 
to have been shipped to Australia. Ow- 
ing to the ice blockade in the river the 
dynamite was landed at Sal mouth where 
it was stored, awaiting the reopening of 
navigation. In the meantime tho Eliza- 
beth had been chartered to take tho dy- 
namite forward and the cargo was being 
stored when part of it exploded. Thu 
cause of tho explosion is unknown.

Holbrook, Mer- 
rill & Htetson were awarded the contract 
for rails and plates; Miller, Hlosa & 
Scott that for spikes, and the Dunham, 
Carrigan & Hayden Company that for 
bolts and nuts. Neither the amount of 
the bids nor the figures of the contracts 
wore made public, but tho gross amount 
of the awards is not far from $85,000.

Probably Murdered His Father. 
REDWOOD CITY, Cal., March 20.—Al- 


though John Clancy says lie killed hia 
father Sunday night at Oolnia in aelf- 
deFenso, the evidence at tho coroner's 
inquest would oeem to indicate that a 
brutal murder waa committed.

Parsons who have not given the mat- 


ter much earnest 
co'iriilernrton can

irrigation is destined to perform in the

ception may be formed when it is Baid 
that experts tell ne that nearly all of 
the desert lands of the west may be 
placed nndor irrigation. What such a 
fact means canopy'be realized by him 
who haa seen pny stretches of desert 
transformed intc vcritablet gardens and 
the wflderncBB mmlo to blossom as the 
rose by the magic power of water. Then 
much "of Urn western desert land there 
is hardly soil'more fertilo beneath-the 
eun; let water pernseate it, and it 
springs into encli lile »nd productiveness

But in the development of great irri- 


gation enterprises one supremo difficulty 
has constantly been met. The rivers of 
Colorado 'flow intc Kansas, and vice 
versa; Otah divides ita water supply 
with Idaho, Wyoming and Montana; 
Califormie and'Nevada have found op- 
portunity to "dispute about water, and 
New Mexico and Arizona each have 
claims-on some of the name rivers. Not

water which natnre has given to both 
states,'»nd as thia irrigation necessity of 
our development is more and more met 
disputes will inevitably grow more 
frequent and more vijlent unless some 
method of peaceably settling them is 
devised. With Btato boundaries such aa 
theyare, this will be u difficult or im- 
possible thing to do. 


It is to meet this difficulty that irriga- 


tion exports and enthusiasts are sug- 
gesting a repartition of the states and 
territories west of the Missouri river. 
The lines on which they would have the 
repartition 
made are nature's lines. 


That is to sny, they would give to each 
state or territory just such a boundary 
as is indicated by the course of riv -rs. 
There \rould be but four or five rivers, 
under the proposed readjustment, which 
could not be controlled wholly by a sin- 
gle state, to develop ita water resources 
as it would. Under a division suggest- 
ed by -Orrin M. Johnson in the Irriga- 
tion Age,-there would be fifty-eight 
states and territories in all, and the av- 
erage .populations of the .new divisions 
would be about 380,000, while the aver- 
age size would be 73,600 square miles. 


The advantages of such a repartition 


are apparent. With each state prepared 
by nature to handle ita own irrigation 
enterprise*; with no opportunity for 
harMilng difficulties between states, the 
intelligence of men would soon touch 
them that their proapoctof development 
and growth in population lay entirely 
in their own hands. Great irrigation 
systems we must have if we would de- 
velop onr natural resources. Whether 
the suggested plan is heat adapted to 
further our progress; whether its ad- 
vantages would more than compensate 
for its disadvantages, are questions that 
demand consideration, but, at auy rate, 
the plan is worthy of the attention of 
all thoughtful citizens who are interested 
in the welfare of this western country.

Its greatest blunder has 
been that it haa not sought to make 
friends with the people upon whom it is 
dependent for patronage, except through 
the mammon of unrighteousness. Pur- 
chased friends are never friends in time I 
Of need, and a time of sore need will yet 
come upon that company.—Tulare Reg- 
liter.

More than 
thia, they say that they are not.diapOBed 
to antagonize the growers in tho matter 
or even to dppoue tho erection of co- 
operative packing houses. 


W. B. Noble of tho firm of Noble 


Brothers started out by Baying that any- 
thing which promised to benefit the rai- 
sin industry, whether it ia by co-opera- 
tion of growers or anything else, will 
have the hearty support of h's firm. "1 
have not u word to aay againat tho pro- 
posed combination," fluid Mr. Noble. 
"But I suppose everyone familiar with 
tho raisin business will recall tho fact 
tliat co-operative packing bonnes are no 
new idea in thia county. Three or four 
yeora ago some six of them were built, 
and one remains, conducted on co-opera- 
tive lines. I refer to the Producora' 
Packing Company. 
I 


"Speaking of the raisin situation gen- I 


orally, the whole difficulty is in the lack 
of faith between the growers anil the 
packers and in the jver production of 
raisins. Take the combine of last year. 
I vf ill venture to say that 30 per cent of 
tho growers who signed the agreement 
to place their raisins with combine pack- 
ore" at the specified ratea went back on 
their word. It is doubtful if much more 
than 50 per cent of the raiaine in the val- 
ley were ever secured by the combine. 
AH a natural result the scheme failed and 
tho growers suffered. If co-operation 
among growers and the erection of dis- 
trict packing IIOUBOH will bring about re- 
suite more aatisfaetory than laat year's 
work, 1 say with all my heart that our 
firm will wish tho enterprise success." 


"But will not tho erection of these 


district packing houses injure tho com- 
mission Ducking IIOUBOH in tula city?"
